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1. On 15 June the Central and South China Naval Command began an intensive campatgn 
to recrnit second and third year students from universities in the Canton area 
to be sent to Yulin Zarbor for naval training. However, by 18 June only 163 
students had applied. As a result, the navel recruiting office in Canton requested 
that the Central and South China Naval Command MNeadquarters at Yulin send a small
